A CALL TO INSURRECTION. 
Wendell Phillips belongs to that schoo! 
of constitutional rebels who view political 
issues so narrowly as to be always in a 
small minority, and, therefore, sure to be 
beaten, and yet so intensely as always to 
counsel a fight if they are whipped at the 
polls. He isthe Henry A. Wise of the 
North. Where Nature in some men puts 
common sense, i. c., at the pivotal point 
where it may influence their judgment, 
in lim it puts invective. Show Phillips 
a mark at which be can shoot 
malignant sentences, full of 
waspish accusation, and he goes for it, 
not because he hates the mark, but be- 
cause the only trade he bas ever learned 
is that of talking malice in the name of 
philanthropy. 
liis latest effort—a letter to colored citi- 
zens of Boston on the attitude of Sumner 
and Greeley—iliustrates this. He had ex- 
pended all his nialice on Grant four years 
ago. He had denounced him as a drank- 
ard and a Pro-Slavery Demoerat, and his 
nomination as a Republican sur- 
render to another Andrew John- 
son. He kindly informed us, 
in advance, that the orb of freedom 
would enter upon an eternal eclipse if 
Grant Were nominated. We are not sure 
that he instructed the negroes to “arm 
and conceal their property” if Grant be- 
came President, but he threw up the 
sponge with great eclat, and fell on his 
sword a/a Brutus; he died very hand- 
somely. 

But Greeley is a new mark. So, also, 
is Sumner. Circumstances above lis 
control, to wit: the fact that both of 
them had been Abolitionists as long as 
he, had prevented him from spearing 
them, as he would have liked to do. 

The ratification of Greeley’s nomina- 
tion at Baltimore, and also by Sumner, 
aflords Phillips his opportunity. 
The point of his letter, to which all the 
rest is mere prelude, is his advice to the 
negroes, if Greeley is elected, to “ Arm, 
concentrate, conceal your property, but 
organize for defence.” 

The advice to the colored four millions 
to “concee” their property is good. Much 
of it has been so well concealed all their 
lives that it has troubled their owners to 
discover it. The remainder, consisting of 
cabin and land, cotton-patch and chijck- 
ens, pigs and cooking utensils, would not 
“conceal” worthacent. But the saga- 
cious Phillips must be sound and states- 
manlike in advising the negroes to conceal 
all these things, for he has previously told 
them to vote for Grant, “as you value 
property, life, wife, or child.” Why did 
he not explain, as the Grant orators do in 
Virginia, that Horace Greeley would sel! 
their wives into slavery, and eat their 
children on the half-shell, with pepper 
and Worcestershire sauce! 

Phillips repeats to the ex- lave the 
same advice, in the event of Greeley's 
election, as Wise gave to the slave-hold- 
ers in the event of Lincoln’s. If the 
twelve millions of whites found that the 
same numerical majorities which could 
out-vote them could, by the force of mere 
numbers, out-fight them, are the four mi!- 


Does Mr. Phillips, who kept sectrely out 
ofthe Anti-Slavery fight, agree to lead a 
regiment of blacks in the new insurrec- 
tion whieh he counsels? Does he think 
a war of color between twelve or twenty 
millions of whites and four millions of 
blacks will be a good thing for the blacks ? 
Can he not see that the intemperate words 
which may merely add fo his notoriety as 
a vitriol-chrower in Boston, may spring 
up into negro riots and the worst of all 
conflicts at the South ? 

Mr. Phillips never yet adv ised any cause 
wisely. He advised the Anti-Slavery 
party to labor for the dissolution of the 
Union, which -was exactly what 
the Secessionists wanted. He advised 
against the nomination of Grant by the 
Republicans, in which case the: Demo- 
crats would have glected him, and Repub- 
licans would have had even less influence 
over his Administration than, they have 
had. If he now advises a negro rebellion 
in case Greeley is elected, what would he 
counsel if a straight Democrat should be 
chosen ? Having killed one million men, 
and sunk tive thousand millions of dollars, 
to prove that the Democratic party must 
submit when the Republican party wins 
an election, must we repeat the same 
costly lesson to prove that the Grant part 
must submit when it loses an election ? 

The Grant party now combines many 
of the elements most dangerous to Repub- 
lican institations. It is carrying a load of 


citable, and unreasoning than ever before 
burdened a political party in this coun- 
try, and hence more easily led by dema- 
gogues, who are always corruptionists. 
It is using what we may call the “war 
powers ” of the Government,—the strained 
and exaggerated powers attributed to 
the Government to enable it to suppress a 
rebellion,—for the re-election of its 
present chief.

He sees in Southern whites, not the pro- 
ducers of cotton, sugar, rice, and other 
values on which depend the prosperity of 
black and white alike ; not American citi- 
zens and parents, striving manly to better 
the condition of their families and com- 
munities; not tax-payers, entitled to an 
equal share in disbursing the taxes they 
pay; not a civilized and educated people, 
subject to human passions, but animated 
mainly by the hopes and aims of Chris- 
tian civilization. He sees in them only 
and always Rebels and Slavcholders. It 
is Lis occupation to see them in this light. 
There is but one cheerful view to be 
taken of Phillips’ diatribe, and that is 
the probability it affords that Mr. Greeley 
will be elected. Phillips always ‘attacks

MORTON AND 
Senator Morton, of Indiana, is fighting, 
like Macbeth, for very existence, “ bear- 
like tied te a stake.” Defeat in the Octo- 
ber clection means his political death. 
We are free to say that we should contem- 
plate his overthrow with no, little satis- 
faction, for he has been unmistakably the 
evil genius of Grant’s Administration, 
and is now its ruling spirit. When Grant 
was elected, he had a sincere purpose to 
deal with the Southern people so as to 
soften the asperities caused by the war. 
He had only a short time before made a 
report to President Johnson, speaking 
in eulogistic terms ot the spirit 
and temper of the South He 
bad taken the oath of office as President 
with the words “Let us have peace” 
fresh upon his lips, and undoubtedly in- 
tending to live up to the spirit of that ex- 
cellent maxim. 

Not so Morton. In the grim caicula- 
tions of this man, the only way to keep 
the Republican party united and victo- 
rious was to keep the pagsions and ani- 
mosities of the war at red heat. He had 
tried the opposite course two years be- 
fore, by sustaining Andrew Johnson and 
opposing negro suffrage, which he de- 
clared would result in a war of races, 
Ile had followed this role long enough to 
become satisfied that it would not win. 
Judging from the suddenness of his 
change, he must have concluded that 
a party organized expressly to bat- 
tle against Slavery must continue 
to rage against the dead corpse after the 
thing itself had ceased to exist. We find 
him accordingly, after his accession to 
the Senate, favoring a severe and exas- 
perating policy toward the South, oppos- 
ing the admission of the Southern States 
into the Union even after they had com- 
plied with the Reconstruction acts, put- 
ting stumbling-blocks in the way of every 
movement to restore peace, making in- 
flammatory speeches, and keeping Geor- 
gia, Alabama, and North Carolina in hot 
water by refusing to admit their Senators, 
and gradually acquiring ani exercising a 
malign influence over the President, 
which showed itself in his messages to 
Congress. The nature of this iniluence 
was illustrated in General Farnsworth's 
recent speech at St. Charles, in which he 
said :

Southern States where Ku-Klux ontrages 
were ‘reported were Republican, and 
might be supposed to know when the aid 
of the Federal Government was neces- 
sary. It was everything to him that 
Lis party needed votes, and required 
the stimulus of an excitement having 
some connection with its old-time princi- 
ples and ideas. We do not doubt that 
Ku-Klux outrages were perpetrated. We 
believe, however, that Morton and his 
savage policy were largely responsible 
for them, and we deny that his Ku-Klux 
bill was in any sense a proper remedy for 
them. We deny that @ palpable violation 
of the Constitution can be aught but a 
loosening of the bonds of society, fraught 
with danger to the whole people, giving 
license to every party and every person 
in ofticial position to obey the law or not 
to obey it as suits him best. We are not 
surprised to find Morton now relying upon 
the blood of a war which ceased seven 
years ago to float him again into the Sea- 
ate. We regret that a mau of his abilities 
should form so desperate a conception of 
American politics that he should feel i# 
necessary either to trample upon the Cen- 
stitution or to lash the flagging memories 
of the war into renewed rage in order te 
keep his place. But sueh a man is Mor- 
ton, and such he is now illustrating him- 
sclf to the people of Indiana,—a crusader 
withouta cross, and a firebrand without 
heat, 

His most prominent competitor on the 
stump is ex-Senator Hendricks,a man 
from whom we have differed much in the 
past, but whom we have always recog- 
‘nized as a gentleman ot pure character 
and sincere purposes. Mr. Hendricks 
represents in this canvass the principles ot 
Reconciliation and Reform as thoroughly 
and rightfully as anybody in the whole 
Union. I we are ever to have peace be- 
tween North and South, surely there can 
be no better time for the people of Indiana 
to say so than now. If we are ever to 
have a reform of the Civil Service which 
shall emancipate the American people 
from the self-imposed despotism of an 
army ot officc holders and- a 
cringing and subsidized press, 
surely now is the time to begin. Myr. 
Morton tells us that our present system is 
the bestin the world, and he is opposed to 
any change in it. Mr. Hendricks is com- 
mitted to the Cincinnati Platform, which 
declares that the Civil Service of the 
Government has become a mere instru- 
ment of partisan tyranny and personal 
ambition, and an object of selfish 
greed ; that it is a scandal and reproach 
upon free institutions, and breeds a de- 
moralization dangerous to the perpetuity 
of Republican Government. § Mr. Hen- 
dricks can certainly be trusted to help 
clean ont this Augean stable. 
Bat the best recommendation of all is the 
fact that Mr. Hendricks stands in this 
contest as the representative of Progress 
and of present ideas, of the’onward move-

CABL SCHURZ’S TOUR IN INDIANA. 

The pending political campaign is in 
more than one respect a phenomena! one, 
and in its phases, as well asin its issues, 
differs from any other campaign, in the 
history of this country. It is a political 
revolution; the disintegration of old and 
corrupt parties and the forfiation of new; 
the people moving for 2 against the 
oftice-holders seekiag to pérpetuate their 
power. On the one side, the people, of 
their own motion, have nompinated a can- 
didate and enunciated their principles; 
on the other, the office-holders have dene 
likewise by the appliances of party ma- 
chinery. It is but natural, therefore, in a 
movement originated and conducted by 
the people, that we should expect unusual 
phenomena, and a departure from the 
conyentional processes of a campaign 
managed after the usual practice of con- 
tending parties regularly organized and | 
drifted. 

One of the most remarkable of these 
phenomena has been the recent tour of 
Carl Schurz, the leader of the Liberal 
movement, through Indiana. It has re- 
sembled the trinmphal march of some con- 
quering hero, rather than the canvass of 
a political speaker and leader. The boat 
upon which he travelled was hung with 
banners and flags. At the smaller land- 
ing- places, where the boat did not tonch, 
the entire population turned out and 
greeted him with music, and artillery, and 
‘shouts of welcome as he passed. At all 
stopping-places, committees waited upon 
him and presented addresses of con- 
gratulation, singing societies sang, 
and artillery fired salvos of noisy 
welcome. This spontaneous and sig- 
nificant manner of demonstration was 
repeated at every town and village along 
the river from Evansville te New Albany ; 
and, at the latter place, 15,000 people gath- 
ered, with flags, banners, music, fireworks, 
and immense processions, to hear him 
speak. Atone point on the river, which the 
boat reached about 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, the whole population tarned out, sent 
a committee on-board, and there and 
then insisted upon having a political 
meeting. Senator Schurz complied with 
the singular request, went on shore, was 
escorted to a grove, the meeting was regu- 
larly organized, and he then addressed 
the Early Rising Association in a 
speech of great power, finished 
up and dismissed the meeting before 
breakfast. Such work as this means busi- 
ness. No party on earth, by the usual 
processes of organization and drill, could 
ever get up a political meeting “at 5 
o’'dlock in the morning,” even with the 
attendance of Parepa herself to warble 
her favorite ballad touching the beauties 


ot that early hour, and how much can be 


done between that time and breakfast. 
Such a meeting as this could only originate 
directly from the people, acting by them- 
selves, and the popular character of it is 
indicated by those who were present: 
Americans, Germans, Irish, and negroes ; 
men, women, and children; Republi- 
cane, IIe, fand Democrata,—all 
turning out to express the  sin- 
cerity of their belief in Liberal 
Reform by paying this remarkable trib- 
ute of respect and admiration to its 
leader and inspirer. 

These demonstrations show that the 
people of Indiana are fully aroused ; and, 
where people arc so arvused that they 
hold their political meetings before break- 
fast, there isnodanger tobe apprehended 
of their voting for Grant in November. 
The Early Rising Associations of South- 
ern Indiana will do their part of the work 
before breakfast on the ith of November, 
and Morton will go to his political grave, 
without benefit of clergy, at 5 o’clock in 
the morning. These demonstrations fur- 
ther testify to the determination of the 


people of Indiana that they will 
no longer be ruled by a cor- 
rupt Administration, and ihe 


sincerity of their belief in the grand prin- 
ciples of the Cincinnati Platform, and the 
repeatedly-expressed opinions of Mr, 
Greeley, that this country can only be 
prosperous by Reconciliation and strong 
by Union. There is also mixed with the 
political spontaneity of these demonstra- 
tions a warm personal regard for Carl 
Schurz, as the leader of this movement, 
and, apart from his connection with that 
movement as an indefatigable worker, he 
has a right to feel proud of them as per- 
sonal marks of esteem. This spontane- 
ons welcome from all these towns 
and villages, this hearty and un- 
precedented uprising of the people, 
speaks volumes, not only for the 
strong held which the Liberal cause has 
taken on the popular heart, but also for 
the sincerity and cordiality of the regard 
in which Carl Schurz is held, as scholar, 
statesman, and man, by the American 
people. The early rising of the Hoosiers 
is but a type of a general early rising of 
the whole people in November, which is 
to make the country, according to the old 
adage, healthy, wealthy, and wise.”

CEORPENNING AGAIN. 

The supporters of General Grant feel 
the full weight of the Chorpenning fraud, 
and seck various means to explain it 
away. But it is one of those things 
that admits of no explanation short of 
an admission of a corrupt conspiracy to 
rob the Treasury, and in pushing this 
claim there is an abundance of proof 
that the Postmaster General, and even 
the President, actively co-operated. The 
Chorpenning case dates back as far as 
1851. Postmaster General Holt, in 1857, 
annulled the Chorpenning contracta—as 
he had a perfect right to do,—paying 
Chorpenning the stipulated bonus, and 
then George Chorpenning became a 
claimant, and wag in that year allowed 
and paid $79,000. He then made a new 
claim for 890,000 additional, which was 
denied, but subsequently he was paid 

29,000, Ile then went to Congress, and 
under a joint resolution, got $233,618. All 
this money he got in addition to the sum 
of $104,000, which was his total compen- 
sation under the contract. 

Ie then presented a claim for 881,000, 
which Postmaster General Brown reject- 
ed. The same claim was subsequently pro- 
sented to Postmaster Generals Holt and, 
Blair, and was by them rejected.

ure, General Grant appeared in the case. 
It was resolved to get rid of McLellan. 
General Grant had just returned froma 
tour through the Southern States, and had 
reported the people there to be all loyal; 
that the stories of the Ku-Klux were false, 
and Andy Johnson’s policy of reconstruc- 
tion was just the thing needed. Johnson 
and Grant were in grand harmony. The 
attorney for Chorpetning was one 
George Earle, who was the law-partner of 
J. J. Creswell, of Maryland, General 
Grant, therefore, wrote an autograph letter 
to Johnson, asking him to dismiss McLel- 
jan and appoint Mr. Giles A. Smith as 
Second Assistant Postmaster General. 
Bat, the Attorney General having decided 
that in no case could the Chorpenning 
case be reopened, the necessity for the 
removal of McLellan ceased, and the 
policy was adopted of having Grant elect- 
ed President, and Creswell and Earle 
placed in .charge of the Post Office De- 
partment. In March, 1509, Grant 
became President, and he ap- 
pointed Creswell Postmaster General; 
George Earle, Chorpenning's attorney, 
First Assistant Postmaster General, and 
Giles A. Smith,Second Assistant. A Mr. 
Childs, the senior clerk of the contract 
office, was transferred to another branch 
of the service, and Chorpenning, backed 
by Grant, Creswell, Earle, and Smith, be- 
came master of the situation. But the 
conspirators were alarmed at the intelli- 
gence that Mr. Boutwell had se- 
lected the + dismissed McLellan for 
the office of Sixth Auditor of the 
Treasury, in which place the Chor- 
penning claim would have to pass through 
bis hands before being paid. 80 great 
was this danger considered, that Creswell 
persenally appealed to Boutwell not to ap- 
point McLellan to that office, and Bout- 
well yielded. After some months Earle 
resigned, and then, as attorney, presented 
the Chorpenning claim, increased to 
$443,000. The claim, of course, had an 
easy passage. Giles Smith made a favor- 
able report, and Mr. Creswell—Earle’s 


partner—approved it, and sent a 
requisition for that sum to the 
Sixth Auditor. The swindle was 


so notorious that it became the gossip of 
the Auditor's Office, land some clerk there 
advised Mr. Dawes of what was going on. 
Mr. Dawes immediately told the whole 
story to the House, and an order was in- 
stantly passed forbidding the payment of 
the money. 

The fraud was thus stopped, but not 
until the conspiracy had been matured. 
Creswell, Earle, Smith, and Chorpenning 
stand convicted. The President is con- 
nected with the case by his interference 
to induce Johnson to dismiss McLel- 
lan, who stood in the way ef the 
claim, and by his subsequent selection 
of Creswell, Earle, and Smith, who allowed 
the vastly-increased sum. Even to this 
day he approves of Creswell’s conduct, 
and continues him amembertf his Cabi- 
net. Itis not saying too much to assert 
that Mr. Creswell could not have retained 
his place in the Cabinet of any other I’res- 
ident that has ever held office, after de- 
tection of official conduct like his in this 
case ; and no President we have ever had, 
except Grant, Would insult the intclli- 
gence of the country by retaining an 
otiicer thus convicted.

THE ENGLISH COUNTER.CLAIMS. 

In the excitement which has attended 
the negotiations leading to the meeting of 
the Alabama Claims Commission at Ge- 
neva, and the confusion created in the 


which these negotiations were muddled by 
the Grant Administration, the fact that 
Great Britain is pressing counter-claims 
against the United States, befere the 
Mixed Commission of Claims, has been 
entirely overlooked. And the worst of 
the matter is, that, if we have to pay any- 
thing on account of these counter-claims, 
it will be a sum far in excess of what we 
can expect at Geneva, even if the 
claims for indirect damages had 
been passed upon and 
The Treaty of Washington, on which we 
have plumed onrselves so mach, may turn 
out, after all, to be a very bitter; pill and 
what little we may expect to receive at 
Geneva may yet seem ridiculously small, 
compared with the amount we may have 
to pay out at Washington for the seizures 
of British vessels made by our navy dur- 
ing the war. There are now 470 of these 
British claims before the Commission, 
each of which must be decided upon its 
individual merits, without reference to 
the gross sum of the whole award. Two 
or three of these cases are fair samples of 
the whole. The British steamer Spring- 
bok, which sailed from London in 1802, 
was captured upon the high seas, and both 
vessel and cargo were libelled and con- 
demned, Upon appeal to the Supreme 
Court, the decree was reversed so far as 
the vessel was concerned, bo®*Affirmed as 
to the cargo. The grounds of condemna- 
tion were, that part of the cargo comprised 
arms and munitions of war, while the 
owners conclusively show that the cargo 
of arms consisted of twelve swords, twelve 
bayonets, twelve scabbards, and a few 
military buttons. The appraised value of 
the cargo was £66,378, to which are added 
expenses of claimant, £2,000, and interest 
from February, 1863, making in all over 
$500,000, which we shall probably be 
called mpon to pay in one case out of the 
470. Another case is that of the Peter- 
hoff, the cargo of which was sold for 
$273,628.09, a part of which will likely 
have to be paid back again. The steamer 
Pearl, which was making a bona-fide voy- 
age to a neutral port, was cap- 
tured by the Tioga. The boat and cargo 
were appraised at 530,000, and were or- 
dered to be restored to their owners. An 
appeal was taken, and, pending the decis- 
ion, the steamer and cargo were ordered 
to be sold, The account of sale isa sig- 
nificant one, touching the manner in 
which the prize business was conducted 
in the courts, The vessel and cargo sold 
for $2,520.36, while the fees of the United 
States Attorney, his clerk, the United 
States Marshal and Assistant, and the 
Prize Commissioner, amounted to 
$4,221.99, leaving nothing at all for distri- 
bution. Of course, this steamer will have 
to be paid for according to the appraised 
value. The case of the brig Geziena 
Helligonda and her cargo is similar. She 
was condemned, the case was reheard, 
and the condemnation set aside as illegal. 
The Supreme Court affirmed the order of 
restitution. The decree was never exe- 
cuted, for the reason that, while the ap- 
peal was pending, the vessel and cargo 
were sold. These are only samples, It 
is estimated, however, from these and 
other samples, that the average amount 
claimed is $250,000, This for 470 cases 
would give an aggregate of $117,500,000 
claimed by Great Britain before the Com- 
mission, growing out of the sharp practice 
of our prize courts and illegal condemna- 
tions and sales. Making all allowances 
for abatements of this amount, the sum 
we are liable to be called upon to pay is 
simply astounding. In view of the wretch- 
ed haggling of the Administration over 
the Geneva Arbitration and the attempt 
ta play a sharp game upon Great Britain 
in the matter of the indirect claims, wo

Spring Water in Welle—The Bering for 
Water-The ct of the Summer Showers 
eon the Crepe- Delay in Marketing of the 
New rep of Corn—The Orchard, and its 
Ed@ect on the Sapply of Vimegar—Mak- 
img of Cider Daring the Heated Term, 
Correspondent. 


From Our Agricultural 
Cuamrpalon, II., Aug, 17. 


Spring water has, in all times, and to all 
people, been, and continues to be, a luxury. 
The prairie country affords few springs, on 
account of the even contour of ite surface, 
and the soft, epen texture of the drift, that 
prevents the water from coming to the sur- 
face. Then, springs are often remote from 
the house, and the water must be brought to 
it in pipes a long distance, at great cost, and 
even then we fear that poison may be im- 
parted toitfrom the lead pipes, which is 
about the only practicable material for this 
purpose. To have wells filled with sprmng 
water, pure as that from the hili-side, is an 
object to be desired, and yet one of easy at- 
tainment. The process is simple, cheap, and 
certain in its results: and, while the discovery 
is new, it has not as yet been patented, 
and theréfore I give it to the readers of Tur 
TRIDUNE from Bands. 

ate Mitchell, of Paxton, had sunk his well 
some 2 feet into the blue olay, without ob- 
taining any adequate supply of water ; and, 
the firet dry time, even this limited supply 
failed. and the well was drv. In digging the 
well, ke had observed @ thin stratum of sand 
and gravel abont three feet from the sur- 
face, and leading in the direction of the 
house. This. at the time. attracted no atten- 
tion, but subsequently led te the secret of 
spring} water for wells, For the purprss of 

obtaining rain water a cask was 
sunk at the side of the house, 
and accidentally rested on 
this same sand and gra vel stratum. During 
the drouth that had rendered the weil of no 
value, this cask had become dry also, and it 
seems parted at the bottom, so much so that 
during the first shower, the water passed 
through the bottem into the sand-vein, and 
thence into the well, and surprised the fam- 
Ur with two feet of good, pure water, soft 
as from the slaty hills or granite dykes of 
New Engiand. Mr. Mitchell is a practical, 
obeerving man, and he saw the solution of 
the mystery, and was at no loss how to util- 
ive the fact. Theenves of the house were 
supplied with conductores, and, from that 
time, the well has not failed of an ample sup- 
ply of pure spring water. 

The soft rain-water, charged with ammo- 
nia and other plant food, is directed to this 
bed of sand and gravel,and, passing through 
it to the wel..ie but repeating the filter of the 
cistern on a large scale. The earth having a 
greater aflinity for the ammonia and other 
foreign substances than the water, these 
have been heid by the soil, while the pure, 
sweet, soft rain-water, just from the clouds, 


earth antil —— for use. The whoie 
procees is simply one ef Nature, jast as she 
uces sprin 1— hidden is of water; 
t, passing thro ugh a stratum free from 
lime, remains soft, or it has not taken up 
any of the minerals tha give to well water 
ite peculiar qualities. 
So much for the discovery, and now in re- 
gard to making springs at our good pleasure, 
and to have them just where we need them.
